CHAPTER 2e.

AN ACT to repeal and recreate sections 15, 16, 17, 19, 22, and 23 of chapter 289, laws
of 1939, relating to the additional jurisdiction of the county court of Kewaunee county.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly, do enact as
follows:

Secorion 1. Sections 15, 16, 17, 19, 22 and 23 of chapter 289, laws of 1939, are re-
pealed and recreated to read:

(Chapter 289, Laws of 1939) Section 15. Jurors shall be chosen for each term of
said court by the same persons and in the same manuer as jurors in the eircuit court and
all provisions of law, rules, regulations and practice relating to the selection, qualifications,
duties and compensation of jurors in the ecircuit court shall be applicable to the cirenit
branch of said county court, except as otherwise provided herein.

Section 16. Jurors shall be summoned as in circuit court and the eounty judge may
direct at what time jurors shall be summoned to appear.

Section 17. No jurors shall be summoned to attend, upon any term of court, unless it
shall appear to the satisfaction of the judge that a jury panel is necessary.

Section 19. The general provisions of the statutes of the state and the general laws,
rules, regulation and practice, which may at any time be in foree relative to trial by jury
in circuit court and actions and proceedings therein, or appeals therefrom, in eivil and
¢riminal cases, shall apply also to the eireait branch of said county eourt and the rules of
practice prescribed or which may hereafter be preseribed by the justices of the supreme
court relative to {rial by jury in eireuit eonrt shall also apply to the eirenit branch of said
county court, except as otherwise provided hervein.

Section 22, The clerk of the cirenit court for Kewaunce county shall be ex officio the
slerk of the said eirenit court hranch of the eounty court as well as clerk of the justice
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court branch of the county court for Kewaunee county and shall have the care and custody
of all hooks and papers belonging to or pertaining to said court. Said clerk shall perform
all clerical duties necessary to earry into effect the provisions of the act and shall keep all
necessary records of proceedings and judgments in the same manner provided for in cir-
cuit court or as otherwise in this act provided.

Section 23. The clerk of said court, for performing the duties required by this act,
shall receive a salary to be paid out of the county treasury of said county in equal install-
ments at the end of each month. The county board of Kewaunee county in its diseretion
is hercby authorized to fix said salary for the term for which said clerk is elected.

Secrion 2. This act shall take effect at the next general term as herein provided, fol-
lowing publication.
